Jesse K. Powers, Minton Thrift, Aurelius W. 
Holt, a probationer. 3. 

Jesse K. Powers was born in the county of 
Albemarle, June 8, 1801. In May, 1826, while 
engaged in teaching a classical school within 
the bounds of Qolumbia Circuit, he sought and 
obtained the pardon of his sins, and united 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church. He was 
received on trial in the traveling connection, at 
the session of the Virginia Conference, held at 
Raleigh, in February, 1826. In 1830, he was 
admitted into full connection and ordained dea- 
con ; and in 1832, was ordained elder. Brother 
Powers was a plain, faithful, earnest minister 
of the gospel, always conscientiously discharg- 
ing the duties of a Methodist preacher. Being 
unencumbered with a family, he readily and 
cheerfully entered on whatever field of labor 
was assigned him, and everywhere endeared 
himself to the people whom he served, by his un- 
affected and consistent piety. For upward of 
two-score years he made full proof of his min- 
istry. In the latter part of his life, through 
affectionate regard for his welfare, and in con- 
sideration of his infirmities, his brethren of the 
Conference placed him on the list of supernu- 
meraries ; but so anxious was he to be in the 
regular pastoral work, that he appealed to the 
Conference to place him among the effective 
men 'Unwisely, we fear, his request was 

f ranted, and he was appointed to the New 
[ent Circuit. He received his appointment 
with a glad heart and a willing mind, and en- 
tered upon his work with an earnestness be- 
yond his strength. His arduous labors, and 
the exposure incident to his duties, soon began 



to tell upon his feeble frame, and he was brought 
very low. In this condition he concluded that, 
if he could reach the house of his old and long- 
tried friend, in the county of Chesterfield, John 
Bradley, Esq., the change of air, and the affec- 
tionate and assiduous nursing of that kind fam- 
ily would greatly tend to restore his health. 
He undertook the journey in his sulky, and 
had nearly reached his destination, when, hav- 
ing fainted from exhaustion, he fell ; and his 
feet becoming entangled, he was dragged for a 
considerable distance with his head downward, 
receiving such injuries as to cause his deaths 
He lingered some weeks in great suffering, 
which he bore with the patience and faith of a 
Christian hero, and on tne 1st of March, 1869, 
he pa.ssed to his reward. Being fully aware of 
his situation, he arranged for his death and 
burial, selected the place for his grave, and 
gave specific directions concerning his intev^ 
ment. He distributed his little effects, and left 
mementoes of regard to various brethren and per- 
sonal friends. Having methodically attended to 
every matter of life and death, he calmly, pa- 
tiently, to use his own language, “ waited the 
Master’s will.” Among other characteristics of 
Brother Powers’s piety, his desire for usefulness 
was prominent. He requested to be buried on 
a certain spot near and in full view of one of 
the most frequented highways in the county, 
giving as his reason for this, that the road at 
^at point would not be changed, and that 
manv of his old friends and acquaintances 
would pass that way, and possibly .when they 
should see the place where he lay, some good 
impressions might be made upon them, and 
though dead , be Would thus speak for God. And 
there he is, alone, with precious, holy memo- 
ries clinging around him, waiting for the coming 
of his Lord without sin unto salvation. 

Minton Thrift was bom in Gloucester county, 
Va., Sept. 18, 1787, and died in Petersburg, Va., 
March 26, 1869. He was converted Sept. 16, 
1806 ; was licensed to preach in the fall of 1810; 
admitted on trial in the Virginia Conference in 
1812 ; was received into full connection and or- 
dained deacon in 1814, and elder in 1816. He 
located in 1819 ; was readmitted into the trav- 
eling connection in 1840 ; located again in 1843 ; 
was again readmitted in 1857, and granted a 
superannuated relation, in which he continued 
until his death. While on the effective list he 
filled successively the appointeients of Suffolk 
Circuit, Petersbvnrg, Norfolk, Newbern, and 
Gloucester Circuit. During most of the time 
passed as a local preacher, he was engaged in 
teaching, being principal of a school oi some 
celebrity in the city of Petersburg ; and was also 
actively engaged in preaching, laboring among 
the whites ana the people of color. He was very 
methodical in his habits. He kept a journal in 
which he sketched the characters of his pupils, 
leaving thus a record of much interest to the older 
citizens of the place. Among his papers is found 
a history of the rise and progress oi Methodism 
in Petersburg and the surrounding country. 
As a preacher, he was a mam of imme mark m 
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his dav, though hia pulpit power and influence 
were limited by his local employments. For 
several years before his death, his eyesight 
failed him so far that, at the date of his last ill- 
ness, he was nearly blind. For a fortnight 
preceding his departure, he was confined to his 
bed, during which time he gave many evidences 
of his peace of mind and abiding faith in God. 
In the earlier part of this period his mind was 
clear, especially on all religious subjects, fre- 
quently quoting passages from the Bible with 
great accuracy, and repeating verses from his 
lavorite hymns. He selected the following 
hymns to Se sung at his funeral : “ Rock of ages, 
cleft for me," and “Jesus, lover of my soul." 
The funeral discourse preached over his re- 
mains was from the text selected by himself. 
Rev. xiv. 13. During the last day or two of 
his life, his weakness was such that he could 
only occasionally express his feelings, and then 
in words of Scripture, or in broken snatches of 
hymns. His last moments were full of peace, 
lie died on the day commemorative of the cru- 
cifixion of our Lord, and on Easter Sunday he 
was laid in the sepulcher made blessed forever 
by the risen Saviour. 

Axjkelius W. Holt, a probationer in the Vir- 
ginia Annual Conference, died at the residence 
of his father, in Surry county, Va., Dec. 2, 1868. 
He was received on trial in the traveling con- 
nection at the Conference of 1867, and served 
on the New Kent Circuit until his strength 
gave way under the ravages of pulmonary con- 
sumption. At the Conference held November, 
1868, he was appointed to the Clover Hill 
(Chesterfield county) Circuit, but he was un- 
able to enter upon the duties of his new field 
of labor. He was a young man of deep piety 
and much promise. In conversation with 
friends, he spoke of his approaching dissolution 
with entire composure, aeclaring that he was 
wholly freed from the fear of death, and that 
he enjoyed the sustaining and comforting in- 
fluence of the Holy Ghost, and expected to 
enter into the rest of heaven. He suggested to 
attending friends that it was time to prepare 
his body for the tomb, and then sweetly fell 
asleep in Jesus.

Peter Doub was the son of a German who 
emigrated to America about the beginning of 
the Revolutionary War, remained a few years 
in Lancaster, Penn., and then removed to 
Stokes county, in North Carolina, where this 
son was born, March 12, 1796. The senior 
Doub was converted to God through the instru- 
mentality of the excellent Mr. Otterbein, and 
married a Christian woman, who had been a 
communicant in the Dutch Reformed Church. 
Soon after, he commenced having Methodist 
reaching in his house, so that the young Peter 
ad the advantage of very careful early religious 
training. His intellectual education, however, 
was very limited, owing to the scarcity of good 
teachers in that day, and, as he acknowledged, 
to his own negligence. At a camp-meeting 
held on his father’s land, when he was but six 
years old, he felt impressed with the necessity 
of leading a life of devotion to God. He and a 
brother about four years older determined to 
consecrate themselves. This is the earliest fact 
in his history which he could recall after enter- 
ing the ministry. But these resolutions were 
not effectual. He fell into the vice of profane 
swearing, and lived a life of sin until he at- 
tained his majority. He then commenced farm- 
ing. In the autumn of that year, (1817,) he 
made a profession of religion at a camp-meeting, 
and immediately joined tne Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Shortly after, he felt that it was his 
duty to preach, but his limited education and 
great natural timidity deterred him. His mind 
was in sore perplexity for a season, but he finally 
determined to offer himself as a candidate ; and 
on the recommendation of the Yadkin Circuit, 
he was received on trial into the Virginia Con- 
ference at Norfolk, in 1818. His first appoint- 
ment was to the Haw River Circuit, as a col- 
league of the venerable Christopher S. Moon- 
ing. In the course of the year, Mr. Mooning 
told him that the people objected to his preach-

ing — not as to the matter nor as to the manner, 
but because his sermons were too short! He 
answered that he could not make them longer 
without repeating what he had said. Mr. 
Mooning replied, “You must read more, think 
more, and pray more, and then you can preach 
more.” This circumstance so discouraged him 
that he almost concluded to quit his work and 
go home; but he survived the struggle, and 
took the good old man’s advice, and his profit- 
ing soon^egan to appear to all, and the rich 
results in his later years are known in all the 
Churches. Mr. Doub was ordained a deacon by 
Bishop George, in Richmond, Va., in February, 
1820. In 1821, from the Conference in Raleigh, 
he was sent to the Haw River Circuit ; and on 
the 17th of August of that year he married 
Miss Elizabeth Brantly, of Chatham county, 
the venerable woman who has been his trusted 
and beloved consort nearly half a century, has 
cheered and sustained him in his work, and has 
survived to represent her great departed hus- 
band. In March of 1822, Mr. Doub was or- 
dained elder at the session of the Conference 
over which Bishops McKendree and George 
presided, in Newburn, N. C. In 1828, at the 
Conference in Portsmouth, Va., over which 
Bishops McKendree and Soule presided, Mr. 
Doub was made a Presiding Elder of the Yad- 
kin District. This was so great a responsibility 
for so young a minister that it seems to have 
been a real affliction to him. But he “quitted 
himself like a man.” In so short a space it is 
not practicable to give a detail of all his work 
from year to year. He died in Greensboro, 
N. C., on the 24th of August, 1869, in the sev- 
enty-fourth year of his age, and in the fifty- 
second year of his ministry. In that long 
space of time he was regularly at work, always 
“efiective,” having had a “nominal appoint- 
ment” one year, and having acted one year as 
lecturer for the “Sons of Temperance,” and 
having, at the last three Conferences before his 
demise, been appointed Professor of Biblical 
Literature in Trinity College, North Carolina, 
from which institution he had received the de- 
gree of D.D., in 1855. His labors were enor- 
mous. To all his appointments he was most 
punctual and prompt. He studied, and traveled, 
and prayed, and preached incessantly. He was 
“ never unemployed, never triflingly employed.” 
His first appointment embraced what is now 
contained in the Haw River, the Pittsboro, 
the Deep River, the Durham, the Alamance, 
and the Orange Circuits. When he was sent to 
the Raleigh Circuit, it embraced what is now 
contained in the Kinston, Snow Hill, Everetts- 
ville, Goldsboro, Wilson, Smithfield, and Ral- 
eigh Circuits. The Yadkin District, to which 
he was appointed in 1826, extended from the 
Narrows of the Yadkin to within thirty miles 
of Lynchburg, Va., and from Warrenton, N. C., 
to thirty miles west of Wilksboro. Probably 
over forty thousand persons have been brought 
into the Church directly or indirectly through 
his ministry — that is, counting those he himself 
received, and those received by the preachers 
in his Districts. Or the first appointment men- 
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tioned above, at least one thousand were added 
in one year; and in 1826, on the Yadkin Dis- 
trict, 2,738 made profession of faith at meetings 
conducted by him. As a Presiding Elder, he is 
said to have brought more men into the min- 
istry than now remain in the North Carolina 
Conference. Four times he was elected one of 
the delegates to the General Conference, at one 
of which there was some thought of making 
him Bishop. He was also a member of the 
Convention which organized the Southern M. 
E. Church at Louisville, Ky. In every depart- 
ment of work he magnified his office. To those 
who do not know the people and preachers of 
the North Carolina Conference, it is difficult to 
convey an idea of the veneration and tender- 
ness with which Dr. Doub was regarded. He 
was really great, physically, intellectually, and 
morally. He was transparently pure. He was 
as modest as a maiden. His speeches on the 
Conference-floor scarcely averaged one in ten 
years. He was a theological polemic, preach- 
ing doctrinal sermons that were sharply defined 
and very antagonistic to the theology which 
prevailed in some of the regions where he 
wrought, and yet he is believed to have died 
without an enemy — that he has departed, leav- 
ing no one in the whole State who does not 
think that he was a spotless soul intent on 
doing right. His great discretion kept his 
tongue from evil. He ripened for heaven. Dur- 
ing many months which preceded his depart- 
ure, he was living on the verge of the upper 
glory. Those who were favored with his inter- 
course, represent him as sweetly and radiantly 
awaiting his end. It came with the utmost 
quiet. The gospel he had preached was suffi- 
cient for him, and his dying message was: 
“ Tell the brethren at Conference to preach the 
same gospel.” How truly they loved him, was 
manifested by the feelings evinced at the late 
session when the commemorative was preached 
by Dr. Craven. His favorite text is a faithful 
epitome of his whole life: “I have fought a 
good fight, I have finished my course, I have 
kept the faith.” 

Jeffrey H. Robbins was the son of William 
and Jane Robbins, of Randolph county, N. C,, 
and was born Jan. 30, 1829. Brother Robbins 
embraced religion and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, at a camp-meeting 
held at Hopewell Church, near Trinity College, 
in the year 1850. He was licensed to preach in 
the fall of 1851 ; was married to Miss Maria F. 
Harris, daughter of William Harris, Esq., of 
Davidson county. Sept. 2, 1852; settled at Trin- 
ity College, and graduated at that institution, 
June, 1859. He was received on trial in the 
North Carolina Conference, December, 1859, and 
appointed to the Smithville Circuit. Here, in 
the beginning of his ministry as a traveling 
preacher, the Lord blessed his labors in the con- 
version of precious souls. In 1861, he traveled 
the Asheboro Circuit. In 1862 and 1863, his ap- 
pointments were nominal. In March, 1864, he 
was commissioned a chaplain in the Confederate 
Army, which position he held, with honor to 



himself and usefulness to the Cliurch and coun- 
try, till the close of the war. In 1866, he trav- 
eled the Sampson Circuit. In 1867, 1868, and 
1869, he had charge of the Clinton Circuit, which 
was one-half of the old Sampson Circuit. la 
September, 1869, he had a very severe attack 
of bilious cholic. From this attack he partially 
recovered. On Sabbath, Oct. 3, he preached in 
Clinton from the following text, viz. : “Whose 
fan is in his hand, and he will thoroughly purge 
his floor, and gather his wheat into the garner-,, 
but he will burn up the chafF with unquenchable 
fire.” The Clinton people will not soon forget 
this solemn di.=course. This proved to be the 
last sermon of Brother Robbins. On Thursday 
morning, Oct. 7, 1869, surrounded by his family 
and a crowd of weeping friends, he passed away 
in holy triumph. His illness was very violent 
and of short duration. The Rev. B. F. Marable, 
a Presbyterian minister who resides in Clinton, 
says of Brother Robbins: “;My intercourse with 
him has been so free and confidential as to en- 
title me, I think, to an opirtion as to the real 
worth of the man. He was kind, courteous, and 
gentlemanly; as a Christian, upright, conscien- 
tious, and consistent; and as a Christian minis- 
ter, candid, faithful, and earnest. It has been 
my privilege to hear him preach often in his 
own church, and he has assisted me frequently 
in mine. His sermons were always character- 
ized by fine sense, and pervaded by a spirit of 
unmistakable personal piety — ^just such as are 
calculated to convince men that they are sin- 
ners and need a Saviour. His character, as in- 
dicated in all the relations of life, is of far more 
than ordinary uniformity and Christian con- 
stancy. He was evidently a man who ‘ac- 
knowledged God in all his ways.’ I approached 
his bedside and informed him of the fact which 
had been intimated to him by his physician, 
that he could live but a very short time, and to 
my great gratification his calm, humble reply 
was, ‘ I am read}-^. I know in whom I have 
trusted. Jesus Christ came to save sinners, and 
I believe he will save me.’ ” No one who wit- 
nessed the closing scene, can doubt the power 
of the Christian religion to give peace and tri- 
umph in the dark hour of death; or that our 
beloved brother “sleeps in Jesus.” Brother 
Robbins leaves an aflectionate wife and five 

{ irecious children to mourn their irreparable 
oss.

Robert J. Boyd was born in Chester District, 
S. C., Nov. 24, 1805, and died at the district 
parsonage in Marion, S. C., Sept. 3, 1869. He 
was religiously trained from childhood, and the 
care thus bestowed upon him resulted in his 
early awakening and conversion to God. That 
awakening was thorough, and his purpose to 
serve God became at once a settled one. After 
mature deliberation, he connected himself with 
the Methodist Church, influenced to this step by 
a firm conviction of the truth of her doctrines 
and the excellency of her government. His 
conversion did not occur until some time after- 
ward ; when returning home from a camp-meet- 
ing, deeply anxious about his condition, he was 
converted to God ; and from that day until his 
death he enjoyed the unquestioned assurance of 
his acceptance with God. Soon after this event, 
he felt it his duty to become a Methodist itine- 
rant preacher. Circumstances rendered this im- 
possible at that time ; and having graduated in 
medicine, he gave himself to its practice — at the 
same time laboring zealously as a local preacher. 
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He was licensed Jan. 4, 1830, by the Quarterly 
Conference of the Orangeburg Circuit, William 
Capers, Presiding Elder. On June 17, 1830, he 
married Miss Rachel Pooser, of Orangeburg Dis- 
trict, who still lives to cherish the memory of 
her departed companion. The Church, and 
especially we, his brethren and sons in the gos- 
pel, will support her with our prayers, and God 
will be her husband. Success in his profession 
soon rendered Brother Boyd independent, and 
he at once responded to the call of duty, enter- 
ing the missionary work adjacent to Walterboro, 
S. C., the sainted Capers then being Superin- 
tendent of Missions in the Conference. He was 
ordained deacon, Feb. 19, 1834, by Bishop Em- 
ory, and elder, Feb. 14, 1836, by Bishop Andrew. 
He was removed from the mission-work in 1839, 
and sent to Marion Circuit. In 1840 and 1841, 
he traveled the Black Swamp Circuit; in 1842, 
Cokesbury Circuit; the next four years he was 
on the Charleston District. In 1847 and 1848, 
he served the Orangeburg Circuit; 1849, the 
Barnwell Circuit; 1850 and 1851, Union Circuit; 
1852 and 1853, Cokesbury Circuit; 1854, Lau- 
rens Circuit; the next four years he was on the 
Cokesbury District. In 1859, he was stationed 
in Camden ; in 1860, at Georgetown ; the next 
four years he served the Columbia District. In 
1865 and 1866, he was stationed in Marion, S. C. 
He was appointed to the Marion District at the 
Conference which met December, 1866; and 
closed his long life of active service in the dis- 
charge of his duties on this District, ceasing at 
once to work and live. During the spring of 
1869, it became evident that his strength was 
failing him. He persisted in his work notwith- 
standing the remonstrances of his friends and 
family, expressing himself desirous of dying in 
the work. He met his appointments as long as 
he could ride, and, after a few weeks of intense 
suffering, passed away in a moment to his re- 
ward. In the death of Dr. Boyd we have lost 
one of our best and wisest men. He held, at 
different times, every position of honor or trust 
in the gilt of his Conference. In every position 
he bore himself with that simplicity and dig- 
nity which most adorn the Christian character. 
Whether as missionary to the negroes, pastor. 
Presiding Elder, or delegate to the General Con- 
ference, he always met the responsibilities of the 
occasion calmly and courageously, and always 
proved himself equal to his work. Humility 
was a conspicuous feature of his character, and 
shone all the more brightly from his elevated 
position among his brethren. So humble was 
he that you were forced to believe that he him- 
self was ignorant of the weight of his influence 
and the great force of his well-poised intellect. 
In this grace he was as a little child. In every 
virtue that goes to make up manly character, in 
every grace that adorns the Christian, in all that 
constitutes the valued friend and safe counselor. 
Dr. Boyd excelled. We have few who were his 
peers. A good and great man has fallen. 

W HATCOAT A. Gamewell, for thirty-six years 
an effective member of this body, an eminently 
holy and useful minister of the gospel, finished 



his course, Oct. 30, 1869, in Spartanburg, S. C. He 
was the son of the Rev. John Gamewell, (a mem- 
ber of the Conference who died in 1827,) and 
was born in Darlington District, S. C., May 6, 1814, 
As the chief support of a widowed mother, with 
five younger children, his educational advan- 
tages were necessarily limited ; but he acquired, 
mainly by self-culture, a degree of scholarship 
sufficient to enable him to meet the demands of 
the positions of responsibility and influence to 
which in after life his superior merits as a Chris- 
tian minister elevated him. He joined the M. 
E. Church under the ministry of Josiah Free- 
man, Nov. 27, 1831, and professed justifying 
faith, July 11, 1832. His license to preach bears 
date Nov. 23, 1833, and at the following session 
of this Conference, held in Charleston, February, 
1834, he was admitted on trial. His appoint- 
ments were as follows: 1834, Rutherford Cir- 
cuit; 1835 and 1836, Charleston, being ordained 
deacon, Feb. 14 of the latter year, by Bishop 
Andrew; 1837, 1838, and 1839, Wateree Mis- 
sion, being ordained elder, Jan. 14, 1838, by 
Bishop Morris; 1840 and 1841, Wilmington Sta- 
tion ; 1842, Lincolnton Circuit ; 1843 to 1846, Lin- 
colnton District; 1847 to 1850, Cokesbury Dis- 
trict; 1851, Charleston; 1852 and 1853, Union 
Circuit; 1854, Spartanburg Station; 1855 and 
1856, Washington St., Columbia; 1857, Camden ; 
1858, 1859, and 1860, Columbia District; 1861 
and 1862, Washington Street, Columbia; 1863, 
Marion District; 1864, 1865, and 1866, Darling- 
ton Station ; 1867, 1868, and 1869, Spartanburg 
Station. He had thus occupied the various 
fields of itinerant work, as missionary, circuit 
and station preacher, and Presiding Elder; he 
was also four times elected as delegate to the Gen- 
eral Conference — only the last time being pre- 
vented by ill health from attending. No mem- 
ber of this body enjoyed to a greater extent 
the confidence and love of his clerical brethren ; 
and the hold which he had on the affection of 
the people was unsurpassed and remarkable. 
The young and the old, the cultivated and illit- 
erate, members of every Christian denomination, 
and those who belonged to none, were all, with 
singular unanimity, his friends and admirers. 
Nor was this uncommon popularity the result 
of any cause which in the least degree dimin- 
ishes its value as a tribute to ministerial fidelity 
and superior moral worth. The elements of his 
attractive power were not such as are within 
the reach of mere intellect, learning, or oratory; 
neither did he hesitate to “reprove, rebuke, and 
exhort,” both in the pulpit and in personal in- 
terview ; and, although very modest and accus- 
tomed to take the humblest views of his own 
abilities and labors, he was conscientiously 
courageous and faithful in the discharge of 
duty, however painful might be its performance. 
In the pulpit, he always impressed the congre- 

f ation witn a sense of his profound earnestness. 

[e was free from all offensive peculiarities in 
his manner, diction, and teaching, in the pulpit 
and out of it. With due regard to the received 
standards of doctrine, and to the most approved 
exegesis of his text, his preaching was chiefly in 
a hortatory and persuasive style, enforcing ihft 
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great truths of Christianity with such obvious 
sincerity, and with such evident and soul-mov- 
ing interest in the spiritual welfare of those 
whom he addressed, as never failed to produce 
effect. He was eminently distinguished as a 
pastor; being unusually industrious, faithful, 
prudent, and successful in the discharge of his 
duties in this department of his ministerial la- 
bors. His character was one of unusual beauty, 
symmetry, and completeness. Few men have, 
to the extent of their gifts, so satisfactorily and 
successfully met all the demands upon them, 
both from the Church and society. His last 
days were in harmony with his previous life; 
and, although by no means insensible to the 
solemnities of the final hour, he was neverthe- 
less peacefully resigned to the will of God. His 
dying utterances were, as his useful and holy 
life had been, in attestation of the power of the 
grace of Christ, and he passed away with glori- 
ous assurance that over the “ last enemy ’ his 
victory was triumphantly complete.

John C. SiMMONsf was for nearly forty years 
intimately connected with the most prominent 
movenients of the Georgia Conference. He was 
a native of Jackson county, Ga. ; was born in 
the year 1806. Plis early religious and educa- 
tional advantages were exceedingly limited, but 
he developed in boyhood those mental and 
moral traits which marked his maturer life and 
characterized his declining years. It is not 
known with certainty at what time he professed 
faith in Christ and united with the Methodist 
Churcfi : he always, however, referred to his 
conversion as eminently clear and satisfactory. 
In the year 1830, he was admitted on trial in 
the Georgia Conference, and from that period 
until his death, was always found on the effect- 
ive list. During the thirty-eight years of his 
active ministry, he became familiar with every 
phase of itinerant life. He filled, in succession, 
a number of important circuits and stations, 
but for the greater portion of his ministerial 
term, was appointed to the charge of Districts. 
For this position in the Church he was- ad- 
mirably fitted, by his almost intuitive knowl-

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edge of men, and his natural administrative 
ability. He was a laborious student of the econ- 
omy of Methodism, and especially of its dis- 
ciplinary laws. He w^as, indeed, regarded at 
times as too rigid in his administration; but 
this, we are persuaded, was the result not so 
much of an imperious will, as of a constitutional 
dislike to whatever savored of disorder or ir- 
regularity, whether in individual Christians or 
in the Churches. He was ever watchful of all 
the interests of the Church within the bounds 
of his charge, and it is simple truth to say that 
he shrank from no peril and shirked no re- 
sponsibility which confronted him in the path 
of official duty. As a preacher. Brother Sim- 
mons was far above mediocrity. His bodily 
presence was commanding, his voice of great 
compass and of ample volume, and by careful 
study and thoughtful observation, he had sup- 
plied, in a good degree, the lack of academic 
and collegiate training. His sermons were fre- 
quently doctrinal in matter, but always evan- 
gelical in style and "Spirit. He did not affect 
the vain niceties of rhetoric, but when ani- 
mated by the Spirit, he sometimes preached 
with remarkable power, while he applied the 
promises or enforced the threatenings of the 
gospel. He was, with few exceptions, a success- 
ful minister. God signally blessed bis ministry 
in some of his fields of labor. Many who pre- 
ceded him, and a larger number perhaps that 
may follow him, will claim him as their spirit- 
ual father. As respects the Christian character 
of Brother S., it was not faultless, because he 
was human, and therefore fallible. There was 
now and then an appearance of austerity in 
his manners that led some to misapprehend his 
true character. Beneath this cold reserve and 
rugged exterior there was as gentle a heart as 
ever throbbed in mortal bosom. In all the re- 
lations of domestic life — and in these he had 
ever been singularly fortunate — ^he was distin- 
guished for the genuine fervor of his affection. 
The last days of Brother Simmons were in 
strict harmony with the whole tenor of his life. 
His last sermon was preached at his quarterly- 
meeting at Barnesville ; and although complain- 
ing of severe indisposition, his preaching was 
worthy of his palmiest days. Three days after, 
we find him lying on his death-bed, at Thomas- 
ton; and even then, when speechless and pros- 
trate by disease, he manifested his interest in 
the affairs of his District. Skillful ph^icians 
attended him ; a devoted wife soothed him by 
her kind attentions ; a beloved minister of this 
Conference, Rev. Daniel Kelsey, was watching 
night and day at his bedside ; but these helps 
W'ere all unavailing — he must needs die ; and 
after a few hours of patient suffering, he en- 
tered the spirit world. It was denied to Brother 
S. to leave a dying testimony, but this is hardly 
a matter of regret, as the records of his life fur- 
nished the best evidence that his end was not 
only peaceful, but triumphant. He died in 1868. 

James Quilltan was born of pious parents, 
in the State of North Carolina, on the 10th of 
May, 1793. His parents emigrated to Georgia' 



when he was quite a child. He professed re- 
ligion, at the age of sixteen or seventeen years, 
at the family altar, while his father was lead- 
ing in prayer. He was licensed to preach in 
1838. He was admitted into the traveling con- 
nection of the Georgia Conference in 1844, and 
was appointed to the Carnesville Circuit. In 
1845, he "was unable to travel. In 1846, he 
served the Spring Place Circuit. At a camp- 
meeting which he held this year, he professed 
to receive the blessing of sanctification. In 

1847, he traveled the Murphy Mission. In 

1848, he was again unable to take regular 
work. In 1849, he was appointed to the Elli- 
jay Mission. "While serving this mission he 
was stricken with paralysis, which so disabled 
him that at the close of the Conference-year 
his name was placed upon the list of superan- 
nuated preachers. He sustained this relation- 
ship to the Conference the remainder of his 
life. After he was superannuated, whenever 
his health would allow it, he spent all his time 
in visiting and preaching. He died last Jan- 
uary, at the residence of his son, in White 
county, Ga. Brother Quillian was a sound, 
practical, scriptural preacher. He seemed to 
apprehend the great truth that God’s word is 
God’s power unto salvation. God owned his 
ministry in the accomplishment of much good. 
No one could attend his ministry without real- 
izing that there was power in the gospel to 
quicken, comfort, sanctify, and save, in all 
his relations to his family, society, and the 
Church, he was without a blemish. He was 
a faithful man — a good man — a man of God. 
As a consequence, he has bequeathed to the 
Church a large family of pious children and 
grandchildren. With his large circle of acquaint- 
ances his name is a synonym of holiness, and 
his daily life an exemplification of “Chris- 
tianity in earnest.” His light so shone before 
men that they saw his good works and glo- 
rified God. For some time before his death he 
was not able to recognize his own children, 
but he never forgot to pray or how to pray. 
Leading in family prayer was one of the last 
acts of his life. So much was he in the habit 
of praying, and such his devotional frame of 
mind, that when his translated spirit awoke in 
heaven, it doubtless was in the attitude of prayer, 
leaning upon the merits of his exalted Saviour. 

John R. Gaines was born in Abbeville 
District, S. C., Jan. 1, 1830; was converted and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
in July, 1856; was licensed to preach in No- 
vember of the same year, and entered the 
Conference in December, 1861. He traveled 
the Canton Circuit, 1862; Lawrenceville, 1863 
and 1864; Alpharetta, 1865, 1866, and 1867. 
In 1868, he was appointed to the Canton Cir- 
cuit, and in 1869, was returned to the same 
charge, where he died, Jan. 10. A brief record 
©f service, but laborious and useful. His time 
in the vineyard was short, but redeemed and 
consecrated. Service for the Master, who calls 
the laborer to his work, is not measured by 
the years it occupies, but by the zeal displayed. 
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the labor dispensed, and faithfulness to high 
and holy obligations. Brother Gaines was an 
earnest preacher, intent upon his vocation. He 
waited for the precious fruit of the word ; and 
blessed and owned of Him whose word it is, 
many under his ministry turned their feet to 
the testimonies of God, and learned the way of 
life. His confidence in the gospel signalized 
itself in the expectation of present blessing, 
and he looked for the vindication of its lofty 
claim as the power of God nnto salvation, in 
the presence of the Spirit, awakening, convert- 
ing, and sanctifying the hearers of the truth as 
it is in Jesus. Thus confident and believing 
he labored hopefully and abundantly, not alone 
in the pulpit, but from house to house, with 
tears and prayers, he went, that in all ways 
and by every means he might glorify God, 
save souls, and build up the Church. His 
labors and his life ended together. His death 
was sudden and unexpected. The summons 
to depart, though with but short premonition, 
was no surprise; for ready, while living, to 
every good word and work, dying was but to 
complete and seal his readiness for heaven.

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J. 0. A. Sparks, of the Key West Second 
Charge, died of yellow fever. May 18, 1869, 
aged twenty-seven years. His first year as a 
traveling preacher was the Centre Village Cir- 
cuit; his second year, the Brunswick Circuit; his 
third and fourth year, Gainesville. He was not 
ordained elder when he received his last appoint- 
ment (Key West). He had been contemplat- 
ing, from a variety of causes, locating ; but he 
reconsecrated himself to God and the Church, 
and went thither in the spirit of his Master. 
There he was abundant in labors, taking heed 
to himself and also to the flock of Christ, illus- 
trating in his daily life that he was an embas- 
sador of our Lord Jesus Christ. From inces- 
sant pulpit labor, as well as pastoral visitation, 
he exhausted his strong, vigorous frame, and 
being unacclimated, fell a victim to yellow 
fever on the 15th of May, and died on the 18th. 
It was the privilege of one of the Committee 
to be associated with him in Key West, and to 
be with him in his illness and death. For 
weeks prior to his death, he was ripening for a 
home in heaven, reading daily his title clear to 
mansions in the skies, and rejoicing almost con- 
stantly in the love of God shed j^road in his 
heart by the Holy Ghost given unto him. The 
blessed work of grace in his heart, for several 
months before he died, was deep, thorough, ex- 
tensive ; and often did he thank God that he 
had been saved from locating, and that the 
Bishop had stationed him in Key West. In his 
last moments there was a deep, hearty, entire 
repose of the soul in the atonement of our Lord 
Jesus Christ; and whenever questioned as to his 
spiritual state, his reply was, “ I am perfectly at 
rest. For to me to live is Christ; to die is 
gain.” Brother Sparks was gladly received by 
the Church, and universally beloved in Key 
West. As to intellect, he posse.ssed more than 
ordinary intelligence ; as to social qualities, 
he scarcely had a superior; and with both 
sanctified, had he lived, he certainly would 
have taken front rank in the army of the 
living God, leading her forces to sure and certain 
victory. •

Thomas Wilmer Dorman died in Mobile, 
July 2, 1869, aged sixty-four. Brother D. was 



bom in Saulsbury, Md., but was brought up in 
Alexandria, D. C., until about the age of twenty, 
when he removed to Middleburg, Loudon county, 
Va. In Middleburg he was brought in contact 
with Methodism, in the persons of some very 
pious, active members of our Church. In the 
true spirit of our fathers, they saw in him a 
case calling for personal effort for his conver- 
sion ; they conversed with him on experimental 
religion ; they invited him to their social meet- 
ings; they lent him books calculated to en- 
liAten his mind; but, above all, they lived 
Christianity before him. In short, they brought 
into requisition that system of gentle religious 
influences so readily and natur^ly resorted to 
by the perceptions of the truly spiritual. Ac- 
companied by prayer, these were soon effectual. 
On the 29th of July, 1831, he united with the 
Church as “ a seeker in the course of a month 
he realized his acceptance with God, through 
his Son. While yet a seeker, he had commenced 
family worship, which was never remitted until 
his failing strength deprived him of the power 
longer to conduct it. The Rev. Thomas J. Dor- 
sey, of the Baltimore Conference, was in charge 
of the circuit in which Brother D. lived at the 
time of his conversion ; and being careful for 
the souls of his charge, the new convert was at 
once put in a class and furnished with all the 
spiritual helps of Methodism. He took an in- 
terest in all the means of grace. Exhibiting a 
capacity for usefulness, he was early appointed 
the leader of a class by the Rev. Henry Furlong. 
He did not, like too many novices in religion, 
who desire to do good, propose to step at once 
from the inexperience of the convert to the pul- 
pit; but went by regular steps, flrst fulfilling 
the lower oiffices of Christian labor. In 1834, 
he received license to exhort, which he used to 
enter a still wider field of usefulness; and in 
September, 1835, licensed to preach under the 
Rev. H. Slicer, Presiding Elder. In 1836, after 
visiting the Western country, with a view to a 
new residence, he removed to Alabama, and 
settled in Montgomery, where he continued his 
labors in a local sphere with usefuln^bs, until 
the close of 1839. In 1837, he was ordained 
deacon. Various providences had led him to 
inquire repeatedly whether he was in the path 
of duty : the answer was never satisfactory to 
his conscience ; and at the close of 1839, at the 
session held in Tuskaloosa, he was admitted to 
the Conference. His business habits and readi-

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ness with the pen led the Secretary of the Con- 
ference — the lamented Sawyer — to request that 
he should be appointed to assist him. From 
that time he filled the office of Secretary to the 
Conference for twenty years ; and few Confer- 
ences in the Connection have had a more prompt 
and efficient officer. His first appointment, m 
1840, was to the Valley Creek Circuit, which 
he filled for two years, to the acceptance and 
profit of the people. In 1842-3, he was sta- 
tioned in Greensboro; in 1844, in, Livingston ; 
in 1846-7, in Franklin Street; in 1848, on the 
Mobile District; in 1849, 1850, and 1851, on 
the Demopolis District; in 1852-3, in Colum- 
bus, Miss.; 1854-5, in Franklin Street, Mobile; 
in 1856-7, in Montgomery ; in 1858-9, in Ma- 
rion ; in 1860, in Selma. From thence he went 
to Mobile to take charge of the Conference 
Depository. In 1862, 1863, 1864, and 1865, he 
had charge of the State Street Colored Church, 
in connection with the Depository. In 1866, 
he was appointed to St. Paul’s. During this 
year he went to Europe for the benefit of his 
health ; but on landing at Boston, he had a 
paralytic attack, which laid the foundation for 
his death. He was, however, much better after- 
ward, and labored considerably on the Mobile 
District, to which he was appointed for the 
years 1867-8. In June, 1868, while preaching 
at St. Paul’s, he had a second attack, and that 
w'as his last regular sermon. He went a round 
or two on the District afterwmrd, but the taber- 
nacle had been so shaken by the various at- 
tacks, that he was able to do but very partial 
work. At the last Conference, having, in the 
judgment of his brethren, reached the goal of 
his labors, with a saddened spirit he took a su- 
perannuated relation, stepped down from the 
W'alls on which for thirty years he had faith- 
fully kept his watch, and retired to the bosom 
of his family to die. The above list of appoint- 
ments, embracing most of the important ones 
in the Conference, shows the high estimation in 
which his talents and services were held by his 
brethren. In labors he was abundant, and 
hence he was one of our most faithful, efficient 
pastors. All the interests of his charge were 
duly looked after: the classes, the prayer-meet- 
ings, the sick, the poor, and negligent, all re- 
ceived attention. In illustration of his prompt- 
ness and energy in all he had to do, in the 
twenty years of his secretaryship of our Confer- 
ence, he never kept a Bishop waiting five min- 
utes for the Journal to be ready for his signa- 
ture on the adjournment of Conference; and 
generally, on descending from the pulpit, after 
announcing the Appointments, the Bishop found 
the Journal ready for signing. To accomplish 
this, he had to be not only very prompt, but 
very systematic. This latter feature marked all 
he did, whether as Presiding Elder, pastor, or 
other officer of the Church. When in the pas- 
torate, the week wms duly divided between the 
various calls and duties : a certain portion of 
it was given to pastoral visits and supervision, 
another portion to miscellaneous matters, and 
another to preparation for the pulpit and Sab- 
bath. Upon his preparation for the pulpit he 



bestowed special and careful attention, as his 
sermons showed. He had a keen sense of the 
proprieties of time and place, and the taste that 
results from it; and while these were often a 
source of disquiet to himself in view of what 
he was compelled to witness, they secured order 
and propriety in all he did. Brother D. was 
sincerely attached to the Church and its institu- 
tions, and gave them his cordial support. Its 
theology met fully his approval : he found in it 
all that an awakened sinner or a struggling or 
a matured believer needed. At the same time 
he lived on terms of the most cordial friendship 
and confidence with Christians of other Churches. 
The genuineness of his own conversion pre- 
pared him to appreciate and understand the 
work of the Spirit wherever he met with it. 
His sermons and appeals on various occasions 
were often very powerful. Thousands will bless 
God in the great day that they ever heard his 
voice. Another prominent characteristic of our 
brother was kindness. This took the form of 
a warm and faithful friendship: he was greatly 
attached to his friends — and they were numer- 
ous — and he as greatly desired their esteem. 
As the result, wherever he resided, a numerous 
circle gathered around him, with whom he 
lived on terms of marked intimacy and con- 
fidence. Nor were his friends confined to these 
limited circles — he has left a host of them scat- 
tered all through the State, and not a few in 
other States. He greatly enjoyed the society 
of his brethren in the ministry. Brother Dor- 
man’s gradually and rapidly failing strength 
but too surely admonished him that he could 
not live long. Some ten days before his death, 
finding unusual symptoms, he sent for his phy- 
sician, and requested him to tell him candidly 
what he thought of his condition, and what he 
had to expect. He was informed that his case 
could have but one issue — death ; that he might 
possibly linger weeks, or he might die in a 
week, or even a day. He thanked the doctor 
for his candor, and added, “ It is all right ; I am 
prepared for it.” Being too feeble to hold 
prayer longer, he requested Brother Andrews, 
who passed the house every morning, to call 
and pray with him daily. He appreciated and 
enjoyed the Scripture lessons and prayers very 
much, responding heartily to the sentiments of 
both. The felt nearness of another world rap- 
idly loosed the interest and attachment that 
bound him to this. The ties of connection sun- 
dered in quick succession : he seemed fully con- 
scious that the hour of his departure was rap- 
idly nearing. One morning about one o’clock, 
after a distressing evening, he remarked, “I 
thought I should have been gone, or in a dying 
state, by this.” On another occasion he said to 
one of his daughters, “ If it should please God 
to take me this night, I am resigned ; I should 
then be at rest.” All his allusions to death and 
his departure were calm and cheerful. “ My 
life,” he remarked, ‘‘such as it is, is behind me, 
and I leave it with God.” The gentle, loving 
spirit of another world seemed rapidly settling 
upon him : the quiet that should prelude the 
entrance upon eternal rest was pervading all 
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around: an unusual presence was felt to be 
about the place and pervade the scene. Min- 
isters of different Churches said, “It was good 
to be there.” Death was shorn of its terrors 
and repulsive features: it seemed little like 
dying. But with all the quiet, and all that 
seemed so cheering, death was there, quietly 
cutting ties and loosing cords, and soon his 
work was done, the prisoner was released. 
Friends looked upon a deserted mansion, and 
heaven welcomed a released tenant. His be- 
loved children have placed over his remains a 
monument of pure white marble, on which, 
after his name, nis connection with his Church, 
and the date of his death, are inscribed the 
rich, laconic phrases, “In labors more abun- 
dant;” “The weary are at rest.” These words 
tell the pleasing story of his heroic ministerial 
life, while they affirm the peace and rapture of 
his triumphant death. 

William H. Carter was horn in Sumter 
District, South Carolina, October 31, 1830, and 
died in Clarke county, Ala., July 16, 1869. He 
was converted to God October 19, 1850; began 
to preach the gospel April 23, 1853, and was 
admitted into the Alabama Conference in No- 
vember of the same year. Doubtless the most 
marked feature in the religious life and charac- 
ter of our deceased brother was his spirit of 
consecration to God.* The doctrine of holiness 
thus became to him a chosen and favorite 
theme, both in his social communications and 
pulpit ministrations. Professing himself the 
blessing of purity and sanctification, he felt 
that he could with propriety enforce the posses- 
sion of a like attainment upon others. This he 
did with much earnestness whenever opportu- 
nities were afforded. His exercises in private 
prayer and devotion were marked by constancy 
and system. While, as a preacher, his talents 
might not have placed him among the most 
gifted and eloquent, yet such was the deep spir- 
itual force of many of his exhortations and ser- 
mons, that the power of the Highest often de- 
scended upon his congregations. His disease 
being that of consumption, the season of his 
suffering was protracted and trying, but the 
faith and fortitude of our brother did not for- 
sake him. Thus, in great peace, he fell asleep 
in Jesus.

Peter James was bom in Pennsylvania in 
1789. When he was in his tenth year, his father 
removed to Virginia, near Wheeling; and, in 
1800, they got aboard a flat-boat, and floated 
down to Natchez, where they landed June 1, the 
same year. After remaining near that place a 
few years, they removed, and settled on Bogue 
Chitto, in what was afterward Pike county. Miss. 
Here Peter remained with his father, aiding him 
in cultivating his farm, until the Lord brought 
him “ from darkness to light,” and gave him a 
clear evidence of the forgiveness of his sins. 
Not long after he had received this great bless- 
ing, he felt that God had called him to preach 
the gospel. He was determined to do what he 
believed to be his duty, but trembled and hesi- 
tated under a sense of his unfitness for so impor- 
tant a work. He w'as licensed to exhort in 
May, 1812, and employed by the Presiding El- 
der to travel until Conference. He was licensed 
to preach and received on trial in the fall of the 
same year. In 1814, he traveled the Tombigbee 
Circuit, with J. I. E. Byrd, wh^e they were in 
much peril from hostile Indians, just after the 
fall of Fort Mims. In 1815, he traveled, with 
William Winans, on the Wilkinson Circuit; in 

1816, he traveled the Attakapas Circuit. Peter 
James and Thomas Owens were the only trav- 
eling preachers west of the Mississippi River 
that year. They came across the river together 
to attend the first Mississippi Annual Confer- 
ence, which was held six miles from Natchez, in 
the house of Brother William Foster, on Pine 
Ridge. At this Conference both these brethren 
w^ere ordained to the ofi&ce of deacon by Bishop 
Roberts. After Conference, Brother James was 
married to Miss Charlotte Siddon, near Opelou- 
sas, La. He traveled Pearl River Circuit in 

1817, and located at the close of that j^ar. 
After remaining local for several years, he was 
readmitted, and traveled about ten years, when 
circumstances influenced him to again locate. 
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He was not content to remain longer than was 
necessary in this relation, was readmitted a 
second time, and appointed Presiding Elder of 
a District in the northern part of the Confer- 
ence. While he was traveling this District 
the Memphis Conference was formed, and made 
to include part of his charge. Brother James 
elected to come to the Mississippi Conference. 
His health had failed, and he was granted a 
superannuated relation, in which he was con- 
tinued till his death, which occurred at the 
residence of his son, in Holmes county. Miss.,, 
March 18, 1869. J ustbefore he died, he was asked 
if he was prepared to die. He replied, with em- 
phasis, “ Yes, yes ; long ago. If I had let that 
matter alone until now, it would have been too 
late.” Peter James possessed but limited lite- 
rary attainments. His early education was im- 
perfect; but by dint of application, he became 
an able minister of the gospel. In all the rela- 
tions of life, he maintained his integrity as a 
Christian, and exemplified the virtues and graces 
of our holy religion. His wife had preceded him, 
we trust, to heaven, whither we hope their chil- 
dren that survive them will come at last, and 
make an unbroken family in the kingdom of God.

Samuel T. Swiney, a superannuated member 
of the Mississippi Conference, departed this life 
Aug. 14, 1869. Our deceased brother was a 
native of West Feliciana Parish, La. The cir- 
cumstances of his childhood were not favorable 
to the development of either his mental or 
moral faculties; yet, through the mercy of 
God, at an early day in his history, he was 
awakened to a consciousness of his guilt and 
danger, and induced to flee from the wrath to 
come, to the hope set before him in the gospel. 
When but a boy, he was happily converted to 
God. Soon after his conversion, he began to 
feel the Holy Spirit within him, wooing him to 
call sinners to repentance. This work he began 
immediately, among his associates at school, 
and elsewhere, calling them frequently to 
prayer, and admonishing them of the conse- 
quences of sin. By these exercises young hearts 
were drawn to Christ, and the thought sprang 
^ that he was destined to be a preacher. 
This thought fastened itself so powerfully upon 
his own mind, that he began to direct his 
studies to that point ; but it was not for several 
years after that he felt assured that God had 
called him to the work of the ministry. When 
he did, he conferred not with flesh and blood, 
but gave himself to God for his glory, and to 
the Church for the promotion of its glorious 
interests. For a series of years, beginning in 
1856, he occupied those fields of labor assigned 
him by the authorities of the Church. He ap- 
pears to have been always ready to go promptly 
and cheerfully to his work, and continue at it 
in the spirit of his divine Master, until it was 
accomplished. By earnest application to study, 
and diligent use of his knowledge as gained, 
he acquired in the ministry a wealth of wis- 
dom that many a regularly trained divinity 
student might well have envied. In eloquence 
and power in the pulpit, he had but few equals

W. N. Morgan was born in Muhlenburg 
county, Va.., Jan. 1, 1806, and died suddenly 
at his residence in Somerville, Tenn., Oct. 18, 
1869. Brother Morgan was licensed to preach 
in 1836, and was admitted on trial in the Mem- 
phis Conference in the fall of that year. For 
twenty years he continued effective, and was 
appointed to various circuits and stations in 
Tennessee and Mississippi, and occupied an im- 
portant position in the Conference. He was a 
good preacher, sound in doctrine, clear and 
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practical in the exhibition of divine truth, and 
earnest and forcible in his appeals to the 
Church and to the world. Many gracious re- 
vivals were the result of his pastoral visitations 
of the people, and the faithful preaching of the 
word. For thirteen years he was supernumer- 
ary, and during that time, though often deeply 
afflicted, did not fail to labor and preach, ac- 
cording to the full measure of his physical 
strength, for the welfare of the Church and the 
glory of God. He loved the Church in all her 
interests, and ever adhered with unswerving 
fidelity to her doctrines and peculiar institu- 
tions. He gave liberally of his means to sup- 
port the cause of God, and was prospered both 
in temporal and spiritual things. In his pri- 
vate character he was upright, honest, truthful, 
and of incorruptible integrity. It may be said 
with emphasis that he was a just man. He 
loved mercy, dealt justly, and walked uprightly 
with his God. We honored him while living, 
as a good and faithful servant of the Church, 
and we will cherish his memory now that he is 
dead. On the last morning of his life he called 
his family together for worship, as had been his 
custom for forty-five years, and after reading 
the eighteenth Psalm, he meekly kneeled down, 
and with more than usual fervor, it is thought, 
invoked the blessing of God upon his house- 
hold, his Church, and his country; and in about 
thirty minutes from that time the great Head 
of the Church removed the faithful servant, who 
had commanded his children and household to 
the observance of divine statutes and ordin- 
ances, from the labors of earth to the rest of 
heaven. He was ready. 

Gideon H. Bransfoed died on the 28th of 
August, 1869, at the residence of his son, in 
Union City, Tenn. He was born in Bucking- 
ham county, Va., August 9, 1805; removed to 
Tennessee, where he was united in marriage to 
Miss Mary Wootten, in Smith county, Dec. 26, 
1826. Brother Bransford commenced preach- 
ing in early life — about the year 1829; joined 
the Tennessee Conference, traveled and labored 
there for several years, with great success. He 
then removed to West Tennessee, and settled in 
Obion counter. Joining the Memphis Confer- 
ence, he again became an itinerant preacher, 
and a faithful herald of the cross. He went 
forth sowing the precious seed of gospel truth. 
His preaching was in power and demonstration 
of the Spirit, and was attended with great suc- 
cess; but his health failing him, he asked for 
a location, which was granted. Serving the 
Church for several years in a local capacity, he 
was readmitted into the Memphis Conference 
in the fall of 1866, and appointed to the Troy, 
and the next year to the Richland Circuit ; after 
which, his health having failed, he was granted 
a supernumerary relation to the Conference, and 
connected with the Richland Circuit, but was 
not able to perform any labor during the year. 
Having visited Union City on business, he was 
taken suddenly ill, and died in a few hours. 
Thus has pissed away one of the most efflcient 
preachers of our country. He was a kind hus- 



band, an affectionate father, a faithful friend to 
all. In his death, the community has lost a 
bright ornament, the Church a shining light.

William Randle, Thomas N. Lankford. 2. 

William Randle, a native of Tennessee, 
was born Sept., 1807. His parents were relig- 
ious, and belonged to that class of honorable 
and reputable citizens that early settled in the 
State. He was converted when about thirty 
years of age, and although married and settled 
in life, he entered the ministry, and was re- 
ceived on trial by the Tennessee Conference, in 
the traveling connection, in 1841. He labored 
successfully on the following appointments from 
1841 to 1862: Buffalo Mission, Asbury, Wa- 
verly, Lebanon, Sumner, Fountain Head, and 
Mill Creek Circuits, Sycamore Mission, and 
Nashville African Mission. In 1862, he was 
supernumerary. In 1866, he was appointed 
Presiding Elder on Cross Plains (now Fountain 
Head) District, on which last appointment he 
closed his life and labors in tranquillity and tri- 
umph, May 2, 1869. Brother Randle was happy 
in nis domestic relations, and when he left 
his parting blessing on his wife and children, 
he had the consolation to know that he left 
them all religious, honorable, and comfortable 
in life. Brother Randle was a man of artless 
simplicity, true sincerity, and ardent zeal; and 
although not blessed with early educational ad- 
vantages, his burning zeal and fidelity made 
him one of our most useful preachers, and in 
eternity thousands will rejoice that they ever 
heard his name.

Thomas N. Lankford was a native of Ten- 
nessee, and departed this life in 1869, in his 
fifty-second year. He was brought up by Bap- 
tist parents, and was indebted to his pious 
mother for early impressions on the subject of 
religion, but was fully awakened to a sense of 
his danger under the ministry of the Method- 
ists, and while young embraced religion, and 
connected himself with the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church; during the summer of 1839 was 
licensed to preach, and in the fall of the same 
year was recommended to the Tennessee Con- 
ference as a suitable person for admission 
into the traveling connection ; and at the Con- 
ference held in Hasbville, Oct., 1839, was ad- 
mitted on trial, and remained in connection 
with this Conference until his death. During 
this time he filled the following appointments, 
some of which were filled by him from two to 
four years: Mill Creek Circuit, Waverly Cir- 
cuit, Asbury 'Circuit, E.ed Diver Circuit, White’s 
Creek Circuit, Dickson Circuit, Andrew Charge, 

Elysian Grove and Colored Charge in Nash- 
ville, Stone’s River African Mission, and Wes- 
ley Circuit. In 1862, he was placed on the su- 
pernumerary list, where he remained till 1867, 
when he was placed on the superannuated, 
where he remained until his death. It will be 
seen by the above reference to the fields of labor 
on which Brother Lankford labored, that he 
was mainly employed in the circuit and home- 
mission work. His early opportunities were 
limited; consequently, his education was very 
defective; yet being highly endowed by nature 
for usefulness, and deeply imbued with the 
spirit of the ministry, he was uniformly suc- 
cessful in his fields of labor, and his return was 
generally called for. As a preacher, he was 
plain, practical, and earnest. In exhortation 
and prayer he was gifted ; and as a pastor, he 
was faithful and efeient. Altogether, he was 
an acceptable and useful minister. In disposi- 
tion he was confiding, kind, and credulous. His 
friendships were true and ardent; he was loved 
by all, and disliked by none. For several years 
before his death. Brother Lankford was deeply 
afflicted, and a great sufferer; but in despite of 
this he was cheerful and happy. He was con- 
vinced for months that the time of his depar- 
ture was at hand, and fully set his house in 
order, and said that he was ready for his change. 

He sent his love to his brethren of the Confer- 
ence — and no one loved them more. With his 
lamp trimmed and burning, and leaning upon 
the arm of his Saviour, he walked without fear 
through the valley of the shadow of death to chapel Hill 
his home in heaven. He has left a lovely wife Mount Pleasant 
and two children behind him, whom we com- 
mend to the care and kind regards of the 
Church.

He was 
licensed to preach in 1858, in Camden, Ark., 
and recommended to the Little Rock Confer- 
ence. He was received, and appointed to Tulip 
Circuit as junior preacher. He continued to 
preach and teach till his health failed, resulting 
in a complete loss of his voice. He was super- 
annuated in 1867, and remained in that relation 
till his Father called him home. He was one 
of nature’s gifted sons. He was eloquent, in 
the true sense of that word. He was modest, 
and free from all affectation. He was faithful 
in all the relations of life. He lived well. He 
died in perfect triumph.

Walker Carey, Standing Man. 2. 

Walker Carey was born *n the Cherokee 
Nation, May, 1814, and died March 15, 1869, in 
the 55th year of his age. He was brought up 
entirely ignorant of the claims of Christianity, 
and when a full-grown man could not read 
either in English or his native tongue. When 
near twenty-five years of age it pleased God, 
through the instrumentality of John F. Boot, 
who was also a native Cherokee, to open the 
eyes of his understanding, and he saw that he 
was a great sinner in the sight of God. His 
cry then was, “ What must I do to be saved?” 
By the grace of God he was enabled to repent 
of his sms, and to believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ with a heart unto righteousness, and 
receiving the evidence of his adoption into the 
family of God, he at once united with the 
Methodist Church, and although he spoke the 
English imperfectly, he was soon called upon by 
the missionaries to interpret for them. His 
power in the pulpit was soon felt, and he was 
called to a higher position; and having received 
license to preach, he was, in 1846, received into 
the Indian Mission Conference as a traveling 
preacher. By close application he learned to 
read the Bible. He then procured a set of Dr. 
Clarke’s Commentary, with other good books, 
and in a few years became an able minister of 
the gospel. He traveled nearly all the circuits 
in the Cherokee Nation, and some of them 
several times. The people were always glad to 
receive him, and he was always pleased with 
his appointments. With a strong and vigorous 
body, he never faltered: no weather, however 
inclement, prevented him from reaching his 
appointment. Many were the seals to his 
ministry, and they will be stars in the crown 
of his rejoicing in the day of eternity. We 
have no man that can fill his place. His deep 
piety, his earnestness in the pulpit, his extensive 
travel, and withal his high social qualities, gave 
him an influence that was felt throughout the 
whole Cherokee Nation.

Hendeeson D. Palmer was born January 
12, 1812; professed religion November 29,1829, 
and united with the M. E. Church. He was 
soon appointed the leader of a class, in which 
office he served the Church to the best of his 
youthful capacity. He soon felt that he was 
called to the more responsible work of the 
ministry ; but fearing that he had not sufficient 
talent or grace for the work, after spending 
some time at La Grange College for the im- 
provement of his education, and having at- 
tained his majority, in order to stifle the con- 
viction that it was his duty to preach, he re- 
solved to emigrate to Texas, then an infant 
republic; but in the wisdom of God he was 
driven to where there was an effectual door 
opened to the missionary. The first few months 
after his arrival in Texas he devoted to teach- 
ing school in the town of Nacogdoches, where 
Roman Catholicism was the only form of re- 
ligion organized, and this was a stronghold of 
skepticism. The love of Christ constrained him 
to appoint meetings for exhortation and prayer 
until the 7th of July, 1838, when he was li- 
censed to preach at JBox’s Fort, Nacogdoches

county, by the Rev. L. Fowler, P. E. of Texas 
District, Mississippi Conference. The first man 
that was licensed to preach in Texas was our 
deceased brother. In the fall of 1839, he was 
recommended to the Mississippi Conference as a 
suitable person to be admitted on trial in the 
traveling connection, and was appointed to the 
Crockett Circuit; but being in bad health in the 
beginning of the year 1840, the work was sup- 
plied by the Rev. John Wilson. After regain- 
ing his health, he spent the remnant of the year 
on the Nacogdoches Circuit, the Rev. F. Wilson 
in charge. There may be some inaccuracy in 
our report (as it is made from memory) with 
respect to dates and the names of the charges 
he served during the term of twenty-nine or 
thirty years that he labored with us. In the 
ear 1841, he traveled the Jasper Circuit, where 
is labors were crowned with a gracious revival 
of religion. In 1842, he traveled the Montgom- 
ery Circuit; at the close of that year, he was 
united in holy wedlock to Jane K. Wilson, 
daughter of the Rev. John Wilson. In 1843, he 
traveled the Egypt Circuit. In 1844, he traveled 
the Cherokee Circuit. In 1845, his appointment 
is unknown to us. In 1846-7, he was super- 
annuated. In the year 1848, he traveled the 
Palestine Circuit. In the years 1849-1853, he 
was local. In the year 1854, he was readmitted 
and appointed to the San Augustine Circuit. 
In 1855, his appointment is unknown to us ; in 
1856, he traveled the Shelbyville Circuit ; in 
1857-8, the Coffeeville Circuit; in 1859, the 
Shelbyville Circuit ; in 1860, Dangerfield Cir- 
cuit ; in 1861, he was supernumerary ; in 1862, 
on the Linden Circuit ; m 1863, the Coffeeville 
Circuit ; in 1864-5, unknown to us ; in 1866-8, 
was superannuated at his home, in XJpsher co., 
Texas. He departed this life, February 17, 
1869. For more than thirty years he was a 
faithful, zealous, and useful preacher. He was 
instrumental in the conversion of multiplied 
scotes of sinners from the error of their way. 
He did not rank with the first order of sermon- 
izers, but he was full of faith and of the Holy 
Ghost, an humble Christian, an Israelite indeed, 
in whom there was no guile.
